When the third fire within ten 
weeks broke out in Marlinton at 
three o’clock in the morning, it 
was immediately seen that a fire 
bug was at work in the town. 

Thanks to the alertness of the vol¬ 
unteer fighting forces, the third 
lire, that at Superintendent Wil¬ 
liams’ house, was reached by the 
lire companies and put out before 
any overwhelming damage was 
done. Then It was plain to be 
seen that it was the work of an 
incindiary. The h^ise was occu¬ 
pied at the time by) the lady of the 
house. As she was sleeping a man 
had entered the building and pass¬ 
ed by her door and gone into a 
front upstairs room and hung 
bed clothes over the windows and 
saturated cloths with oil, gnd set 
fire to the room in several pLicea. 

Things were only tolerable in this 
town after that, and three days 
later, the house of Lawyer Mc¬ 
Clintic was entered in the night¬ 
time, and cloth soaked in oil pre¬ 
pared, and the purpose of firing 
the house circumvented by reason 
of the fact that the fire-bug had 
Hooded the house with electric 
light, entirely oblivious to l— 
fact that this would rouse the 
household, as it did. When this 
occurred, the feelings of the town |jOff a 
people can be better imagined 
than described.
